REPORT ON THE UNI’TED 
NATIONS 

By HENRY CABOT LODGE JR-, 
United States Permanent Rep¬ 
resentative of the United 
Nations 

(Guest Columnist for Rep. Edgar 
W. Hiestand) 

Basically, the American peo¬ 
ple are in accord with our 
membership and participation 
in the activities of the United 
Nations. However, debate on 
the subject arises periodically 
in various forms throughout 
the country. 

For this reason I shall try to 
cite a few facts relative to the 
national cost for our member¬ 
ship in the United Nations and 
highlight some of the far- 
reaching objectives that have 
materialized due to our par¬ 
ticipation in this organization. 

Our membership in the Unit¬ 
ed Nations costs every Ameri¬ 
can less than a dime a year. 
You can’t buy automatic peace 
for that price or any price. But 
we are getting a big bargain 
in peace and security, with 
freedom. 

Since the Eisenhower Admin¬ 
istration came into office we 
have striven to make our share 
in the United Nations a bigger 
bargain than ever. The United 
States dollar contribution has 
been reduced while the much 
smaller Soviet share has in¬ 
creased. Most important of all, 
a great deal has been accom¬ 
plished toward what we Amer¬ 
icans want most — real peace 
with freedom. 

Let’s have a look at our ac¬ 
complishments over the past 
year. We have scored at least 
five times. 

1. The 15 United States air¬ 


men Illegally neia ny me »-om- 
munist Chinese are safely 
home. The United Nations, by 
mobilizing world opinion, cre¬ 
ated the conditions which led 
to the release of these aviators 
—something which no one na¬ 
tion could in all probability 
have achieved by itself. 

2. A second major achieve¬ 
ment has been a highly suc¬ 
cessful Atoms for Peace Confer- three 
ence in Geneva—a tribute to 
American leadership. President 
Eisenhower, in December, 1953, 
went to the United Nations to 
launch the idea of cooperation 
in developing the atom for 
man’s betterment rather than 
for his ruin. Subsequently, on 
behalf of the United States 
government, I announced the 
first American contribution of 
220 pounds of fissionable mate¬ 
rial to an atomic pool for 
peaceful purposes, and sug¬ 
gested that the U.N. call a 
world conference. This Geneva 
meeting greatly stimulated sci¬ 
entific thought and will help to 
multiply the boon of atomic 
energy within our lifetime. 

3. The United Nations Dis¬ 
armament Commission has 
gained new importance because 
of President Eisenhower’s dra¬ 
matic proposal at Geneva for 
an exchange of blueprints and 
aerial photographs between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union. The United Nations will 
pursue this plan. 

4. Guatemala: The Soviets 
wanted to torpedo the Monroe 
Doctrine and make the United 
Nations an accomplice of their 
plan for conquest of Guatemala 
—but the United Nations Secu¬ 
rity Council stopped this ma¬ 
neuver. We publicly warned the 
Soviets to “stay out of this

Camellias, Rhododendrons and 
Azeleas benefit from a fall ap¬ 
plication of oakleaf mold. 

3. This is the time to give 
the garden a fall cleanup 
spray. Your nurseryman will 
advise the best materials to use. 

4. Hurry with all gardening 
activities such as soil prepara¬ 
tion, lawn planting and setting 
out new shrubbery. The winter 
rains will shortly interfere with 
gardening chores. 

5. Cool w'eather bedding 
plants, such as Snaps, Pansies, 
Stock, V'iolas and Baby Prim¬ 
rose, can be plarited now. 


In the spring and summer 
their pleasing evergreen foliage 
serves as a background for 
other plants. Camellias also 
are comparatively easy to 
grow; they will reward amateur 
and collector alike with grand 
performances if the proper care 
is given. 

Camellias should be grown 
in an acid soil, with good 
drainage, peat or compost to 
cool their toes and fertilizers 
that give an acid reaction. 
Keep the soil around the plants 
moist and syringe the leaves 
daily, during very warm 
weather. 

For fall blooming varieties of 
Camellias, select from the early 
blooming class. This class in¬ 
cludes such varieties as High 
Hat. a sport of Daikagura and 
peony-like in its shell-pink 
bloom, or Mrs. Tingley, a 
double in soft pink. Shangri- 
La is another peony-type Ca¬ 
mellia, striking crimson in 
color and unusually fragrant. 

Another fall-blooming Camel¬ 
lia is Prince Eugene Napoleon, 
also called Pope Plus IX, which 
bears huge, formal, double, rosy 
red flowers. 

Select some of these Camel¬ 
lia varieties from your local 
nurseryman now and get them 
planted before cold weather. 
The future blooms and ever¬ 
green foliage of the plants will 
be more than satisfying to you 
and your family in the coming 
years. 

Other gardening tips follow; 

1. Don't let snails destroy 
your fall garden. They can be 
easily controlled with bug pel¬ 
lets. 

2. Acid loving plants such as 


Many gardeners fall to real¬ 
ize there are not one but three 
species of Camellias to be en¬ 
joyed in California yards and 
gardens, each lending a differ¬ 
ent type of floral beauty to its 
surroundings. 

Best known is the Camellia 
Japonica, blooming in hun¬ 
dreds of varieties and numer¬ 
ous blossom forms and colors. 
The Camellia Reticulata is an¬ 
other race of Camellias, and in 
the past few years new varie¬ 
ties have been brought from 
China. After being tested in 
trial gardens these varieties 
are now available to the gar¬ 
dening public. The Reticulata 
and Japonica resemble each 
other in flower, but differ in 
habit of growth. 

The third species in the Ca¬ 
mellia family is the Sasanqua, 
a willowy shrub with dark 
green polished foliage like its 
cousins but different types of 
blossoms. The blooms are small 
apple blossom-like, cup-shaped 
and boutonnierre-like also. 

The Sasanqua is often over¬ 
looked by the gardener who 
seeks only spectacular blooms. 
But the truth is, says the Cali¬ 
fornia Association of Nursery¬ 
men, the Susanqua is much 
more adaptable and pliable for 
landscaping than the Japonica 
and Reticulata. The Sasanqua 
can be trained as a vine, es- 
paliered or used as a ground 
cover, in addition to its natural 
shrub form. 

Camellias are especially re¬ 
warding as a garden plant, for 
by choosing the proper varie¬ 
ties you can spread the bloom¬ 
ing season from early fall until 
Easter and brighten the dull 
winter months with the lovely 
blooms.

A tru.stee of Bob Jones Uni¬ 
versity and of San Francisco 
Baptist College, Dr. Laurie was 
u.sed on a number of occasions 
by the Moody Bible Extension 
Department as a Bible lecturer 
from coast to coast.
